All whom Webster interviewed agreed 
that Bosc pears should be conditioned 
before being offered to the consumer; 
with but few exceptions all agreed that 
the receiver should condition Bosc be- 
fore offering it for sale through the 


auction or to the jobber. Anjous pre- 


sented a different aspect and while the 
majority of those interviewed stated 
Anjous should also be conditioned be- 
fore reaching the consumer, there was 
a division of opinion on the question 
of who should do the ripening, some 
considering it was the retailer’s prob- 
lem. 

Regarding shipping of the Unclassi- 
fied grade: Mr. Webster reported that 
the great majority say this is a detri- 
ment to the industry, and advise never 
to pack unclassifieds except in a short 
crop year and then set higher standard 
for grade, referring to it as “B” grade or 
some grade indicating a higher standard 
than unclassified.
